following communication to the File 
and Water 
'Committee of the 
City 


Council answering the legal questions 
•Involved in. 'the consideration of the 
water rate schedule: 


To the -Honorable, the TMre and Wa- 


ter Committee of -the City Council— 
Gentlemen: The questions 
-heretofore 


submitted to me 'by your honorable 
committee are set forth herein, accom- 
panied by answers thereto. 


"I. 'Should the Council take into con- 


sideration both companies in fixing wa- 
ter rates, or only -one? 


"There is no limit .prescribed fay law 


as to the number »of companies which 
may supply water to a city, and hence 
the duty of the City Council is simply 
to fix a rate which would be a just 
compensation for the service of sup- 
plying water to the whole city of Oak- 
land, and to all the inhabitants there- 
of consumin'g 
-water 
from 
a public 


source. 


"Incidental to, and as a means of, de- 


termining what would he fair compen- 
sation for such services, the Council 
should inquire into the amount of ser- 
vice rendered by each company, and 
the cost and expenses incident thereto. 
But the aggregate value of the property 
devoted to such service and 'the -aggre- 
gate annual costs and expenses of such 
companies, is not a proper basis upo;i 
wh'ich to compute the just compensa- 
tion contemplated by law. 


"•Mr. Justice Temple in a recent con- 


curring opinion, said: "The service is 
v/orth no more when rendered 'by ten 
companies than 
when 
one com.pany 


furnishes all the water,' and that the

companies 


should 'not call for increased rates.' 


"2. Is it the original cost o£ a public 


water supply that should be con-sidereti 
as an element in ifix<in'ic water rates, 
or is it the present value thereof.

The 1-aw does not intend 


that this business shall 'be a specula- 
tion in which the water com-pany or 
the consumers shall respectively win or 
lose upon !he casting- oC a die, or upon 
the equally unpredictable fluctuations 
of ithe markets. The money -which the 
company has expended for the public 
benefit is to rfce-ive a reasonable re- 
ward. 
"What the company has parted 


with—'what the public lias acquired—is 
the money reasonably and properly ox- claimfTto 


would show, he 


nolt Figel Who had 


pended-by t'he company in-acquiring its 
property and constructing its works. 
The State has taken the use of that 
money, and it is for that use that it 
must provide just com-pensation. The 
money actually Invested is the ba=iu 
criterion of the revenue to J>e allowed.' 


"The four other justices, however, in 


separate opinions, 
expressed 
them- 


selves to the effect that original cost1 
is not a basic element in .fixing rates. 


"Mr. Justice Garroutte said: 'In inn 


fixing of water rates by a city, as c-cn- 
templated -by the constitution, it is evi- 
dent that the valuation- of the plant is 
the basic 
element 
upon 
which 
the 


whole investigation rests. 
The origi- 


nal cost of construction is simply an 
element to be considered in fixing tlie 
present valuation.' 


"Mr. J-ustlce Temple said 
'There Is 


no obligation 
to remunerate 
water 


companies for investments made eith- 
er upon first cost or present value. The 
o'bject is to compensate 
for services 


rendered.' 
"Mr. Justice Harrison said: 'While tho 


cost of the plant may be properly con- 
sidered as ail element of evidence in as- 
certaining its vtilue, I am clearly of the 
opinion that It should not form the basis 
of estimating the revenue which the wa- 
ter company is entitled to receive. The 
value of the plant rony change from year 
to year ns materially ns may the cost of 
operating the works, and there Is good 
reason for holding that the constitution 
re.ijuiros the rate to be llxed each year in 
order that they may be adjusted to this 
changing value.' 


"Mr. Chief Justice 
Bcatty said 
that 


original 'cost is an element to be con- 
sidered, but Is not conclusive of the pres- 
ent value. The plant may have cost too 
much. It may have been planned upon 
two liberal a scale. Its construction may 
nave been extravagantly managed. The 
real estate and water rights may havo 
cost less or more than their present value, 
and therefore cost will seldom represent 
the actual capital at pres»nt invested in 
the -works.' 
"In viow of the foregoing, I advise that 


you take into consideration the original 
cost simply as a circumstance or element 
in determining present value. 


"3. Should the bonded indebtedness of 


the companies and the Interest thereon 
be considered as elements in fixing wa- 
ter rates? 
"In the case above cited, the Supreme 


Court said:

constitution of the Republic "of. Hawaii,

reason for church neglect were answered 
last evening by the Rev. R. P. Coyle, D. 
D., at the First Presbyterian 
Church. 


The reasons given by the young men have 
been of great variety. With some of the 
'criticisms Dr. Coyle has expressed per- 
fect agreement. "\Vith others he has held 
contrary views. Excessive club life and 
the lack of proper home influence are two 
of the main causes assigned by the min- 
ister for keeping young men from church. 
.-Or. Coyle spoke in part as follows:
